Bill No. 42 of 1954 

A Bill further to amend the Indian Tariff Act, 1934. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Fifth Year of the Republic of India 
as follows - 

1. Short title. —This Act may be called the Indian Tariff (Second 
Amendment) Act, 1954. 

2. Amendment of First Schedule to Act XXXII of 1934.— CO The
